Sum that fhall arife from this Tax to 
Thorn in a Month’s Time, on Pain of military Exe- 
cution. ‘he pretended new King Staniflaus, fince 
his Return from the Journey he made to Dantzick to 
confer with the Cardinal Primate, has refided in the 
King or Sweden’s Head Quarters at Rawiiz, whence 
they write thar al! things arein Sufpence, ull the Re- 
turn of anExprefs which his Swedith Majefty has fent 
to the Imperial Court. *Tis faid his Swedifh Majefty 
in the Letter fent by that Exprefs defires the Emperor 
to grant the Saxon Troops no Paffage over his Terri- 
tories; and to give no manner of Aifiltance to of 
King Auguftus and his Adherents in Poland, or to 
the Mufcovites. Some Skirmithes have lately pafs’d 
in Samogitia, between the Swedifh and Mufcovite 
Parties. Some Officers that are arriv’d at Cracow 
from Saxony give Hopes that King Auguftus will not 
long Delay to come thither from Drefden, having al- 
ready fuccefffully difpatch’d the principal Affairs that 
have hitherto detain’d him in Saxony. The Mufco- 
vite Troops in Lithuania receive Reinforcements dai- 
ly. Riga is threaten’d with a Siege, and therefore 
General Lewenhaupt is march’d that Way with the 
Body of Troops he commands, in Order to be at 
Hand to fuccour it if Occafion require. General 
Steinbock is gone from Dantzick towards the Bithop- 
rick of Warmia, to regulate the Contributions de- 
manded of thar Diocefs for his Mafter’s Troops 5 and 
*tis expected he will return to Dantzick. 

Letters from Mofcow of the 11th of February 
tell us, that the Czar was gone to Veronitz to haften 
the fitting out of feveral Ships, but that he would 
make no long ftay there : That his Czarifh Majefty 
was determin'd to take the Field this Campaign ear- 
ly, and with a greater Force than laft Year: That 
he defign’d to employ moft of his Forces on the Fron- 
tiers of Lithuania, to favour by that Diverfion King 
Auguftus : And, that Conferences had been held at 
Mofcow with Mazeppa chief of the Coffacks, who 
had promis’d to joyn the Mufcovites with ail his 
Force, ox if Occafion offer’d to ferve with them fepa- 
ratly on the Side of Ukrania and of Podolia.

The King of Sweden having 
caus’d the Cardinal Primate, who continues here, to 
be follicited to go to Warfaw to affift ar the Ceremo- 
ny of the Coronation of the pretended new King Sta- 
niflaus , his Eminency ’tis faid has anfwered, that 
having had no Hand in the Proclaiming thar King, 


he has no Inclination to be concern’d in the Crowning 
of him. General Steinbock having in the Name of 
the King of Sweden his Master preis’d the Magiftrates 
of this City to deliver up the Baggage fent hither 
by King Auguftus, and which is valued at a confide- 
rable Sum ; they have, after due Deliberation, refus'd 
to deliver ihe faid Baggage ; declaring the Caufe of 
fuch their Refufal wa$ their Defire to continue in a 
perfect Neutrality with thofe2 contending Kings.

Warfaw, March. 10. Letters of the 3d Inftant from 
Cracow, fay the Swedifh Parties continue to make 
Excurfions into the Neighbourhood of Czeftokova, 
notwithftanding the heavy Concributions they have 
had from thence ; which gives Ground to apprehend 
they defign to attack that rich Monattery, at leaft the 
Monks of it are under this Apprehenfion, for they 
have earneftly detir’d Succours, and thereupon fome 
Troops are order'd from about Cracow to march thi- 
ther to protect them, Our Advices from Drefden, 
are, that the King ulefs all Diligence co put his 
Troops into a Condition to take the Field by the end 
of this Month, in Order to his Returninto this King- 
dom. °*Tis faid his Majefty will have 20000 Saxon 
Foot in Service this Campaign. The Troops of the 
Crown of Poland that are confederated for King Au- 
guftus have defeated a Party of Swedes ut Kowalew. 
The Marthal of thefe Confederate Troops has fent 
Univerfalia to the Regents and Adminiftrators of the 
Revenues of theBithoprick of Cracow, requiring them 
to put the Produce of thofe Revenues into hisHands. 
The King of Sweden has difpatch’d another Meffen- 
ger to the Imperial Court, to prefs that Court ur- 
gently to refufe a free Paffage through any parc of 
their Territories to the Saxon Troops. His Swedifh 
Majefty has likewife publith’d Univerfalia, in which 
he warns all the Poles who have retir'd into the Em- 
percr’s Dominions, to return into Poland, on Pain of 
having the Lands poffels in this Kingdom put 
under military Execution. 

Plymouth, March. 23. Yefterday camc in here her 
Majefty’s Ship the Moderate, from Falmouth, and 
under her Convoy 20 Sail of Coafters with 10 Ships 
Jaden with Tin for London. ‘his Day came in her 
Majefties Ships the Rochefter and Dedford from 
Scilly, with 3 Ships they had taken, viz. a French 
Privateer of 10 Guns, a Ship of Rochelle bound home 
from St. Domingo laden with Sngar and Indigo, &c.
